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A SOMEWHAT swanky address is Five-Thirty- 

Five Fifth Avenue, for a group of young “pro- 
fessional revolutionaries,” especially if one re- 
members that ‘only six years ago they 
lived on olives and Pita in Palestine and that 
they didn’t know a soul, didn’t have a cent or a 
political contact when they got to the States in 
1938. 

Today they have large and impressive offices 
in New York; an “embassy” in Washington, and 
branches all over the country from Boston to 
San Francisco and from the Canadian border to 
the heart of Texas. 

Today they are also the target of attack by 
the American Jewish Conference, representing 
sixty-five national ‘organizations, and by the 
American Zionist Emergency Council, represent- 
ing the major Zionist parties in the United 
States. They have been accused of misrepresen- 
tation, of breaking Jewish discipline, and of 
hampering Jewish causes by their irresponsible 
unilateral action. Their organizations have been 
described as “paper organizations” and their 
ideas as “specious nonsense.” 

These attacks have been handed to the general 
press for publication. “The Boys Behind the 
Ads,” as they are called in Jewish journalistic 
circles (because they first conceived of the idea 
to draw public opinion to the plight of ‘the Jews 
by publishing page ads in the country’s leading 
dailies) are prepared to hit back. The fight is on. 

The charges levelled at these boys and their 
activities range from personal assaults such as 
“international gangsters” to complicated charges 
of high treason in American politics as deduced 
by their cooperation with some of the country’s 
die-hard reactionaries and isolationists. 

Want Only Jewish Homeland; 


Nothing Sinister About Them 

Actually, however, there is nothing either sin- 
ister or even complicated about these boys. Their 
aims, their activities, their means and even 
their lives have one aim and one aim only. A 
sound national existence for the Jewish people. 

This is the line by which all their organiza- 
tions and activities are tied together even if the 
connection is not clear at first glance. 

They organized the “American Friends for a 
Jewish Palestine” to arouse interest among the 
American public for the Jewish cause in Pales- 
tine—when the riots and skillful propaganda by 
the enemies of the Jewish cause had created a 
noticeable and a dangerous impression of Arabs 
“driven from their homes,” “made landless,” 
“being dispossessed” by aggressive Jews. 

They did a good job. They exploited the media 
of public relations in a greater and more effec- 
tive way than had ever been done by the Zionist 
organizations. 

Next, they created “The Committee for a Jew- 
ish Army.” Their activities for this cause 
reached their peak when Rommel was at El 
Alamein and every nationally conscious Jew was 
smarting under the frustration of not being 
able to fight against the Nazis advancing on 
Palestine—as a Jew. Their uncompromising and 
outright demands for a Jewish Army then ex- 
pressed the feelings of many young Jews con- 
siderably more correctly than did the perhaps 
wiser but also less determined and courageous 
requests of the Jewish Agency. 

When reliable news from “Fortress Europe” 
revealed that two million Jews had been mur- 
dered and additional thousands were being sys- 
tematically annihilated every day, “the boys” 
called an Emergency Conference to Save the 
Jews of Europe. Experts of every field con- 
nected with or related to rescue, regardless of 
their race, religion or political convictions, got 
together and worked out a plan of how Europe’s 
Jews could be torn from the claws of the Nazis. 
The Conference was later converted into a stand- 
ing Committee. So at the moment of writing “the 
boys” are the force behind the Baldwin Rogers 
Bill in Congress which asks for the establish- 


> 


ment of an American Intergovernmental Agency 
to implement the findings of this Conference. 
Finally, there is the “American League For A 
Free Palestine,” the purpose of which is pre- 
cisely what its name conveys. 
About “The Boys”; All Belong 
To Irgun, Revisionist Party 
So much for the boys’ “creations.” Now a few 
words about the boys themselves. Very likely 
they are all members of the Irgun. Very likely, 
they are sympathizers of Jabotinksi’s theories 
and ideas. As a body, however, they have noth- 
ing to do with the Revisionist Party in the United 
States. In fact, there have been very definite, 
not to say open, conflicts between the two with 
the Revisionists probably feeling that “the boys” 
were stealing the wind out of their cails. 


Their personal record? 

There is first Peter Bergson, the extremely 
clever thirty-three year old head of what “the 
boys” prefer to call “the Palestine Delegation.” 
Peter’s real name is Hillel Kook. He is a rela- 
tive of the late Chief Rabbi, comes from one of 
Palestine’s oldest families, studied topography at 
the Hebrew University. He, as all the rest of 
them, has been taking an active part in Jewish 
national life ever since he was old enough to 
think. He was still in his twenties when the 
Irgun sent him to Europe for not only the ex- 
tremely dangerous but also the extremely com- 
plicated and responsible work of snatching Jews 
from under the nose of the Gestapo and getting 
them to Palestine. 

Roughly similar are the records of Yitschak 
(Mike) Ben Ami and Aryeh Ben Eliezer. Ben 
Ami is a third generation Palestine. He, too, 
studied at the Hebrew University and, being the 
son of what in Palestine goes as a wealthy 
family, went to complete his studies in Italy and 
in Vienna. Until he chucked up a promising 
career of journalism to devote his life to work- 
ing for the Jewish cause. He, too, did Scarlet 
Pimpernel work in Europe. 

Arie Ben Eliezer comes from Russia. Ben 
Eliezer is more a man of the people than any 
of the others. He was a labor organizer, worked 
as a chauffeur for a while. He is the sort of 
chap who can sing Palestinian songs, get a 
crowd to sing with him and make it mean some- 
thing. He also “served” in Europe before coming 
to America. 

Then there is Eri Jabotinski, son of Vladimir, 
who grew into this sort of work by tradition. 
Instead of being able to work as an engineer 
which is what Eri would really like to do, he 
spent most of the time he was in Palestine in 
prison. He was head of the Betar. 

Slick, suave Alexander Hadani-Raffaeli knew 
very little about Jews until he got to Palestine 
more or less by accident. Born in Russia, he 
studied economics at the University of Heidel- 
berg, and spent his free time being a trackman 
and a glider pilot. In Palestine he edited an 
economic journal and got caught by the spell 
of the land and the people and the idea. He has 
spent every minute working for what he is con- 
vinced is the national cause ever since. 

Samuel Merlin Said To Be 


Brains of Organization 

Not to be confused with him is Joseph Raf- 
faeli who was born in Palestine and his fathers 
before him as far back at it can be traced. He 
studied at the London School of Economics; is an 
American citizen by passport. He had a brother 
who was killed in the riots of 1929. In a pretty 
fantastic and checkered career which includes, 
for instance, service as a police officer in Man- 
illa and as an intelligence officer in Palestine, 
and which has brought him to practically every 
corner of the globe, he has always found time 
and opportunities to work for the cause. “The 
boys” found him here. 

Last, but not least, comes “the Palestinian who

NEW YORK—The Emergency Committee to Save the Jewish People 
of Europe announced that it is arranging Dr. Stephen S. Wise before 
the tribunal of the Union of Orthodox Rabbis of the United States 
and Canada, accusing him of seeking to undermine the efforts of the 
Committee for the rescue of Jews of Europe. 

The charges, filed against Dr. Wise as an individual and as presi- 
dent of the American Jewish Conference and leading member of the 
American Zionist Organization, were made by Peter H. Bergson, co- 
chairman of the Emergency Committee, in behalf of himself and his 
colleagues. Wise is charged specifically with: 

1, Inaugurating a campaign of slander against Mr. Bergson and 15 
his colleagues, casting doubt on their honesty in managing public 
funds, “with the purpose of undermining confidence in the Emergency 


Committee.” 


2. Campaigning to influence American statesmen by the “most 
unscrupulous means” to stop giving support to the movement of 


rescuing European Jews. 


3. Attempting to kill the Gillette-Baldwin-Rogers vesolution which 
was introduced in both Houses of Congress, asking for the establish- 
ment of a governmental body to effectuate the speedy rescue of Jews 


of Europe. 


As evidence, supporting his charge, Mr. Bergson submitted to the 
Union of Orthodox Rabbis the memorandum of the Interim Committee 
of the American Jewish Conference of which Dr. Wise is one of the 
leaders, as well as Dr. Dise’s testimony before the House Committee 
of Foreign Affairs on the question of rescuing Nazi victims. 

WISE TERMS CHARGES “MORAL BLACKMAIL” 

In a statement to the press, Dr. Stephen S. Wise declared that the 
charges brought against him are “moral blackmail.” 

“The step taken by the so-called Emergency Committee and its 
rabbinical partners does not interest me,” Rabbi Wise said. ‘Moral i 
blackmail is a weapon which deserves nothing but contempt. It is a 
weapon firing with poisoned bullets. I believe that this step can do 
me no harm.

A LETTER FROM ENGLAND comes from Lt. Adele C, Fish- 
pein, A. N. C., to her parents, Mr. and Mrs. Philip Fishbein. 
“Imagine getting a written commendation from the Colonel stat- 
ing that we had unselfishly devoted all our spare time, without 
thought of reward, for the entertainment and morale raising of 
the troops, by taking part in the show of the neighboring outfit 
and that the General had said we were a credit to our outfit” she 
writes, amazed that she should be praised for the privilege of 
giving pleasure to those in the service. “I average 4% to 5 hours 
sleep a night and no chance to rest during the day. My clothes 
just hang on me. I now weigh 15 pounds less than when I 
bought them. It is pretty rugged but I am holding up well under 
it. I only regret that I have but one life and 24 hours a day to 
give for my country. Our show goes over with a bang wherever 
we take it.” But Lt. Fishbein is a bit lonesome for the States. 
These lines composed by her prove it: 

O’ take me away from sunny Devon, 
With its rainfall six days out of seven. 
Its winding roads and windy moors, 
Where it never rains but what it pours. 


And take me away from the sheep and horses, 
They can keep their heather, brooms and gorses. 
They can have their hills and tors and rocks, 
And their merry cries of Tally Ho, Fox. 


Just carry me back to Ole Virginny, 
Land of the mammy and pickaninny. 
Or take me back to Louisiana, 
Maine, Rhode Island, or Indiana. 


Just any old place in the states would be better, 
Niagara Falls couldn’t be any wetter.

MRS. GERTRUDE SOLOMON LEVY of St. Louis, who is visit- 
ing her daughter, Mrs. Bernard Landman and family told me heaps 
about the early history of Indianapolis Jewry. Her father, Joseph 
Solomon, and his brother, Morris Solomon, came from London, 
England, and arrived here in 1860. The two brothers married 
two sisters, English girls. Jos. Solomon’s wife was Sarah Harris 
and his brother’s wife, Isabelle Harris. The Indianapolis News 
commenting on the wedding which took place Jan. 25, 1860 said, 
“the first Jewish wedding in Indianapolis was one of the events of 
the town. The principals were Joseph Solomon, a young cigar 
maker who came to this city only a few months ago from Phila- 
delphia, and Miss Sarah Harris, daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Joseph 
Harris, of 38 N. Illinois Street. Rabbi Judah Wechler performed 
the ceremony which took place in Union Hall, (the meeting place 
of the Indianapolis Hebrew Congregation). . . Among the notables 
present were Governor Ashbel T. Willard and a number of judges, 
lawyers and business men and the Sheriffs of the county and 
their wives, and the Rt. Rev. Father Bessonies of St. John’s. The 
attendance of persons of different faiths showed that at that early 
day the citizenship of Indianapolis was characterized by a broad 
liberality. After the ceremony, there was a supper and reception 
for the guests at the home of the bride and groom. The Indi- 
anapolis Sentinel said, “if all Jewish weddings were like this 
one, they would soon become popular institutions.” Joseph Solo- 
mon become secretary of the Home Guards during the Civil War. 
He was worshipful master of Center Lodge No. 23 and one of the 
originators of Monument Lodge F. and A. M. Then Gertrude, 
after coaxing, told me about her marriage to Louis Levy of St. 
Louis, 45 years ago, Jan. 11, with Rabbi Mayer Messing officiating. 
Every Jewish family was represented at the wedding, 350 being 
present at the old Americus Club on Alabama St. Jake Solomon, 
manager of the club, was in charge. It was the first wedding 
among Joseph Solomon’s eight children. The children were Ray, 
and Abe, now deceased, and Essie, Lilly, May and Henry Solomon 
of Indianapolis, Gertie who is Mrs. Louis Levy and Rose who is 
Mrs. C. J. Yates, both of St. Louis. 


The sons of Mrs. Levy’s daughter, Mrs. Bernard Landman, 
(Virginia Landman) Bernard Landman, Jr., and Phillip Land- 
man are the fourth generation of the Solomon family, the fifth 
generation of the Harris family to be affiliated with the Indiana- 


polis Hebrew Congregation.

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The Editor’s Chair: 

Everyonce in a while, and even 
a good Zionist often falls victim to 
this type of loose thinking, one 
hears the comment why not make 
peace with the anti-Zionists or 
non-Zionists. 

This type of logic presupposes 
that the main objection to Zionism 
on the part of these people is po- 
litical nationalism, but such is 
rarely or never the case. Let me 
see if I can state the case cor- 
rectly. 

A Zionist believes in Palestine 
as a Jewish National Homeland. 
Every president since Harding has 
praised the movement, and some 
of our greatest American Jews, 
such as Brandeis, etc., have es- 
poused the cause, so that it must 
be obvious to every Jew that Zion- 
ism is not incompatible with 
Americanism. 

But it must be admitted that in 
fighting for Palestine, the Jew is 
harming his position in the United 
States. Not of course with the 
thinkers, but with the non-think- 
ers, who every once in a while will 
come out with the question, “Are 
you planning to go back to Pales- 
tine when the country becomes 
Jewish?” This attitude merely 
attests to the ignorance of these 
people, yet it is a fact, in the same 
manner as Herzl’s point made to 
Lord Rothschild, that the influx 
of Jewish immigration to any lo- 
cality aggravates Anti-Semitism 
there, that in the fight for a Jew- 
ish Palestine, the Jewish position 
here is jeopardized. 

The Zionist realizes this, some 
more vaguely than others whether 
he articulates it or not. He be- 
lieves that his cause being just and 
proper, it warrants the chances he 
is taking, and even if he thought 
he was doing more than aggravat- 
ing the position of the Jew here, 
he would perforce, as long as he 
knew he was right, have to go on. 


But imagine the non-Zionist. He 
has not the zeal for a cause to 
sustain him, and in many cases he 
is also an assimilationist. But 
even if he is not an assimilationist, 
think how he must resent the posi- 
tion the Zionists place him in, 
willy-nilly, with his foundation 
shaky already, when they go out 
and propagandize for their cause. 


So actually the two groups, not 
only will never be brought to- 
gether, but will drift farther and 
farther apart. The fight will be

q" IS long past the time that it could have been 

expected of large publications, and especially 
those with national circulation, to show at least a 
background of understanding on Jewish problems. 
It would be unheard of for a Newspaper or 
magazine which values its reputation to permit 
anyone less than an expert to write about any 
subject at all, as witness the pains taken with 
movie reviews, etc., yet when it comes to a 
Jewish subject, many of these same publications 
betray an ignorance which makes a first-year 
Hebrew School student a sage of Jewish learning. 


So that when Newsweek permits a certain 
Freya Stark, who is obviously part of England’s 
counter-campaign to the demand for the with- 


drawal of the White Paper to say: “Moving 
Arabs out of it (Palestine) is like telling Penn- 
sylvanians they must go to live in Canada be- 
cause the language is the same,” then that maga- 


zine is guilty of every charge in the newspaper- 
man’s lexicon from irresponsibility to deliberate 
and purposeful design. 

Freya Stark’s employers said to the world that 
it views “with power the establishment in Pales- 
tine of a Jewish National Home,” then proceded 
to lop off Transjordan, to instigate the series of 
riots, to put every obstacle in the way of Jewish 
achievement, to bring in a series of commissions 
which authored a series of reports whittling away 
Jewish rights, and finally overrode public opinion 
and the League of Nations Mandates Commis- 
sion with the so-called White Paper, which on 
March 31, 1944, ends the Balfour Declaration. 

Newsweek could be expected to know this. 
Newsweek could be expected to know that Jews 
do not seek to oust the Arahs from Palestine. 
And NewswWeek could be expected to know the 
difference between itself and a reliable publica- 
tion.

Judaism and the Returning Soldier 


r AN article in the West Side Institutional, 
Chaplain Jacob M. Ott asks what arrange- 
ments are being made by local Jewish communi- 
ties, and more specifically, local synagogues and 
temples, to receive the returning Soldiers. 
Now stationed at Camp Breckenridge, Ky., 
Chaplain Ott is well-known to Indiana Jewry, 
having been at Camp Atterbury for some time, 
and at least one point he makes deserves serious 
consideration. If it is true, as is generally 
recognized, that army life has tended to make 
the Jewish soldier more religious, then what 
plans are being made by our religious institutions 
to capitalize on this resurgence of piety and re- 
ligious feeling? Are our synagogues to allow 


these returning soldiers to go back to their old 
habits (attendance at Rosh Hashonah and Yom 
Kippur only?) 

The opportunity is there. In face of untold 
hardships, as we are assured by every returning 
observer, the Jewish soldier seeks the companion- 
ship and warmth found in regular attendance at 
service. He knows now that something is lack- 
ing in his life, over and above the mere satis- 
faction of his daily wants. This need is filled by 
the services, often make-shift, he participates in. 

At home, the need will still be there, but it will 
be hidden and submerged, unless its primacy, the 
primacy it held in camp life, can be established 
clearly and securely in civilian life too. 


Current Comment 


Jews and the Streets of New York As Seen by 
the Brooklyn Jewish Center Review—The last 
week of 1943 saw a number of rather startling 
headlines in the metropolitan press. Vandalism 
against Jewish buildings was rife; personal as- 
saults, particularly against Jewish youngsters, 
were increasing. Parents were greatly con- 
cerned about the safety of their children walking 
at dusk to and from Hebrew school. An or- 
ganized plot to terrorize New York Jews was 
suspected. And the police seemed unable to 
cope with the situation. 


The report was regrettably true, except that 
it might have escaped many readers that this 
was really a summary of incidents spread over 
a period of three months and longer. Of course, 
overlooking the time element, one might have 
thought all these cases to have happened during 
the past twenty-four or forty-eight hours and, 
hence, had good reason to be alarmed. The streets 
of New York have become unsafe for Jews and— 
who knows ?—pogroms might be in the making. 

The truth of the matter, however, is that the 
conditions described in these reports have be- 
come almost chronic for the past few years, with 
occasional periods of resurgence which make 
them particularly unpleasant. 

The Brooklyn Jewish Community Council (to 
speak of the situation in this Borough) his care- 


fully watched the barometer of this unneighborly 
manifestation in order to detect its origins and 
to determine its frequency. Last year, vandalism 
was on the up-grade and was only stopped after 
the police had been induced to become particu- 
larly alert. Several months ago the vandals 
shifted their attention from synagogues to grave- 
stones. Recently, it became petty assaults upon 
youngsters, aggravated by the question: “Are 
you Jewish?” preceding the beating. 


The commotion created by the headlines in the 
newspapers has finally made the Police Commis- 
sioner take notice. No doubt, the curve of these 
petty annoyances will soon begin to slide down- 
ward. There is, however, no reason to suspect 
any organized plot to make the streets of New 
York unsafe for Jews. The only feasible ex- 
planation is that the innate mischief of young- 
sters has been deflected in the direction of these 
uncivil acts by the diffusion of an anti-Jewish 
propaganda engendered by the turmoil and the 
group conflicts of the war. Those who watch 
the situation closely feel that all that has hap- 
pened hitherto is not sufficient cause for alarm. 
But, they are also convinced that there is no 
justification for complacency and inaction. The 
community must be sufficiently roused to make 
the municipal authorities act promptly and vig- 
orously.

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WORK OF EMERGENCY COMMITTEE 
BASIS OF VALUE, LURIE TOLD 


To the Editor: 

I wish first to express my ap- 
preciation to the Jewish Post for 
the opportunity to answer the col- 
umn, “The Situation Explained,” 
by Mr. Jesse Z. Lurie, which ap- 
peared in your issue of Friday, 
January 7. Free discussion is the 
essence of democracy and you are 
serving that cause by bringing dis- 
cussion into the open. 

Mr. Lurie’s column purported 
to be a journalistic exxplanation 
of why the American Jewish Con- 
ference attacked the Emergency 
Committee to Save the Jewish 
People of Europe. Instead of be- 
ing that, it was an addenda to 
that report couched in the most 
partisan and biased terms. The 
only criticism of the Conferencq 
report which I can find in this 
column is that it is too “wishy- 
washy.” I wonder if it occurred 
to Mr. Lurie that what makes it 
seem “wishy-washy” to him may 
be due to lack of facts upon which 
to base an attack. 

I can find nothing in the col- 
umn which even faintly criticizes 
the work of the Emergency Com- 
mittee. The only statement made 
in the column is that it is an 
“Irgun” committee. The Emer- 
gency Committee has never denied 
the fact that it supports the work 
of the Palestinian delegation which 
has achieved such remarkable re- 
sults for the short time it has 
been operating in the United 
States. Nor does the column set 
up as a yardstick the activities 
directed to the saving the Jewish 
people of Europe which, after all, 
is the only measure by which we 
should judge the work today. 


Mr. Lurie says that it is felt 
that the delegates to the Ameri- 
can Jewish Conference will back 
the continuance of the decision to 
“expose the Irgun committees.” 
I cannot find one word of mention 
of the fact that for the first time 
in the history of the Jewish prob- 
lem outstanding non-Jews are tak- 
ing an active and leading part in 
finding a solution. This attempt 
on the part of your correspondent 
to place such people as partisans 
or dupes in a_ sectarian Jewish 
fight, is a disservice to the cause 
of the Jewish people of Europe. 

Again I repeat: the yardstick 
that should be used -is the work 
being done to save the lives of the 
remaining Jews of Europe. If 
Mr. Lurie is a responsible journal- 
ist explaining a situation, he 


might better set up an impartial - -

January 22, 1944, - 
To the Editor: 

You will please disregard all re- 
leases or correspondence sent you 
regarding the “We Will Never 
Die” Pageant which was to have 
been presented in Gary in March 
under the sponsorship of the Amer- 
ican Legion. 

A great hue and cry arose among 
the duly constituted representa- 
tives of all Jewish organizations 
in Gary. For a while it appeared 
to me that a great rift in Jewish 
life here would result coupled with 
hatred and enmity between the 
Jews and Christians, 

Their reasons for their objec- 
tions to the presentation of this 
brilliant pageant was, in my opin- 
ion, absolutely childish and with- 
out rhyme or reason but... mine 
not to reason why ... the Jewish 
community appeared in danger. 
Thus, when these leaders appealed 
to me personally to cancel thee 
showing of this pageant in the 
name of the Jewish people of Gary 
I could do nothing but accede to 
their request. I do not believe in 
lip service. I have always preach- 
ed Jewish unity. I also practice it. 


These leaders are wrong... 
terribly wrong about the status of 
the Emergency Committee to Save 
the Jews of Europe. They have 
been influenced by the false prop- 
aganda of the American Jewish 
Conference. They must be taught 
and educated in the reasons for 
the existence of this Committee, 
With this aim in view a mass 
meeting is to be held in the very 
near future to which all Jews of 
Gary are to be invited. There they 
will be told OUR side of the story. 
I feel that when the Jews KNOW 
the truth they will understand for, 
after all, it’s the truth that makes 
men free, 

And so... the WE WILL NEV- 
ER DIE Pageant will not be shown 
here as contemplated. Who knows 
. perhaps later, when the Jews 
have changed their mind they will 
ask for it. But I am earnestly 
praying that the plight of our Jews 
in Europe may have been dissi- 
pated so that the showing of the 
Pageant may not be necessary. 

Peace and harmony and unity 
among all Jews is my aim and 
sincere hope. That’s why I have 
acceded to Gary Jewry’s request. 
I hope I’ve done the wise thing.

UNSCRUPULOUS LEADERS CAUSE 
LACK OF UNITY IN ISRAEL 


To the Editor: 

I was really amazed reading 
Mr. Irving Taitel’s letter of last 
week’s issue of the “Post,” about 
his confusion at being in the lead 
of some “‘paper organizations” or 
committees. 


I happened to be his opponent 
here in Indiana Harbor when he 
came here,a year ago in the in- 
terest of the Jewish Army Com- 
mittee. 

It was already then difficult for 
me to understand his approval for 
the Jewish Army as a goal by it- 
self, without any Zionist ideol- 
ogical background. Now, after 
reading his letter with his ex- 
tremely primitive arguments, I 
began to realize the psychology 
of the type of our leadership, like 
Mr. Taitel’s. Let’s review a few 
of his remarks: 

He is very sorry that he has not 
Rabbi Stephen Wise’s Jewish 
background. He would then un- 
derstand why our leadership could 
not create unity in Israel. And 
he would also know why some 
leaders are attacking the Jews 
and non-Jews who want to help 
the European Jewish masses in 
distress. TI wonder why it never 
came to his mind that if he would 
have just a little Jewish back- 
ground, even one per cent of Rab- 
bi Wise’s knowledge of Jewish 
life, he would, perhaps, be able 
to understand that disunity in Is- 
rael, especially in American Is- 
rael, is not the fault of Rabbi 
Wise’s knowledge, but Mr. Tai- 
tel’s lack of Jewish knowledge!! 
Doesn’t his letter prove it? 


He never knew of the existence 
of a Zionist organization, al- 
though he travelled all over the 
United States. But some adver- 
tising material about a Jewish 
Army happened to cross his desk 
and these alone were enough not 
only to make him a supporter of 
the idea of a Jewish Army, but 
also to take a great lead in it. 
He did not even feel like getting 
acquainted with the idealogy of 
some Jewish organizations and 
their relationship to the newly 
born committee, before he under- 
took to lead. With just a little 
study of the Jewish political or- 
ganization he would have found 
out that the Jewish agency rep- 
resenting all Zionist organizations 
but his, is in demand of a Jewish 
Army, since the outbreak of the 
war. The Jewish Army question 
was always a part of the Zion- 
ist diplomacy and connected with 
our Palestinian War efforts and 
with our Zionist peace demands. 
He would also have found out 
that before the outbreak of the 
war our slogan in Palestine was: 
“Havlazah,” which means, do not 
kill, do not fight, unless you have 
to in self defense.” And after the 
peace will be won, I am convinced 
that we will go back to our old 
“Havlazah” slogan. He would al- 
so have learned that we Jews nev- 
er advocated might and fight, but 
justice and right. 

Mr. Taitel found himself in the 
same predicament when he sent 
a check to the American Jewish 
Congress for membership in order 
to help “unity in Israel.” Later 
he was confused to learn that the 
American Jewish Congress is at- 
tacking all the paper organiza- 
tions of which he is the leader, 
just because he likes it. Would 
it not be better to study a little 
more about the Jewish Congress, 
about its aims and ideologies be- 
fore sending membership checks 


The “Agudath” is not so much 
for the success of the Bergsons 
as it is with its heart and soul 
for the failure of the American 
Jewish Conference, which, as they 
claim, did not recognize their lead- 
ership in Israel as they expected. 
It looks as if these extremely re- 
actionary forces in Israel dislike 
unity. In a united American Is- 
rael their status and influence are 
equal to nothing. In disunity they 
may claim leadership, although 
their following is* almost none. 
Therefore, nothing would stop 
them in attacking the conference, 
even using the Bergson front, not 
paying any attention to how much 
harm can be done to American Is- 
rael. 

In conclusion I support with 
the greatest admiration your sug- 


and avoid aggravation and head- 
aches thereafter, feeling that 
“your own funds are attacking 
you.” Is that not criminal? 


Anyhow, I do not blame the 
Taitels at all. They are innocent, 
mean well in their attempt to do 
something, and they are always 
the victims of the false Messiahs 
who are using the _ ignorance, 
good heartedness and willingness 
to be useful of their innocent fol- 
lowers. It is the duty of our 
Jewish society to help them ob- 
tain the Jewish political knowl- 
edge they are lacking. But, for 
heaven’s sake, do not look for it

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I'd Rather Be Right

The following points can, I think, be made about the “Pravda” 
incident: 

1. For some obscure reason of its own, the Russian govern- 
ment is attempting to speak to the people of Britain and America. 
It has used “Pravda” often for this purpose. When the Western 
governments were not admitting the existence of a quarrel with 
Russia about the second front, the Russians continually used “Pravda” 
to tell the people of the west that such a quarrel was actually going on. 

For some reason, Russia wants to put the people of the west on 
guard against peace moves. 

The Effect Has Been Achieved 

2. In understanding Russian political moves, we must always 
look to what the Russians call the “objective effect” of every 
maneuver. In other words, if the Russians spill a bucket of water 
on someone, the proper deducation is not that they are angry at the 
victim, but only that they want him to be wet. 

The “objective effect” of the “Pravda” story is to agitate the minds 
of the people of the west against the possibility of peace talks with 
the Germans. That objective effect has been accomplished; we are 
agitated. 

3. “Pravda” may have printed its nasty story about British peace 
talks without any actual knowlede of any such talks. 

It may have felt it necessary to put the people of the west on 
guard against any possible peace move; it may then have looked about 
for the means, and so cooked up its story about two British officials 
(or “personalities”) conferring with von Ribbentrop. The “objective 
effect” of warning us against peace moves would thereby be accom- 
plished. It would stay accomplished, now, even if Stalin should per- 
sonally apologize for the “Pravda” story. 

Why Was It Done Now? 

4. Now we come to the question of timing. We must always 
ask ourselves, in connection with Russian maneuvers, why the thing 
was done at this particular moment, rather than at some other 
moment. The circumstance which differentiates the present hour 
from previous periods in the war is that the second front is about to 
be launched. Europe is filled with stories that the Germans intend 
to “wave us in,” in order to save themselves from surrender to the 
Russians. 

If they do “wave us in” (a possibility which I wouldn’t bet any 
eating-money on) we shall have to accept the invitation; we can’t 
fight them if they won’t fight; it would be absurd not to take such a@ 
surrender, and to insist, instead, on killing and being killed. 

In other words, we may be now on the edge of a quick period, 
period of chaos and collapse, of lightning-change, and sensational 
with Italy in September,

tion in all discussions with Germany, from the very beginning. Teheran 
was all right; but what happens if a German commander offers a 
midnight surrender to us alone, in such form that the decision has to 
be an immediate military decision? 

Misunderstanding, On the Other Foot 

5. The “Pravda” propaganda device entirely 
sonable to the Russians, who are solely concerned with producing 
the desired political effect, though the same device appears a wicked 
slander to us of the west, who at least like to believe we base our 
political thinking on moral ideas as well as on material considerations. 

I have a strange feeling that whereas we used not to understand 
Russia, Russia, today, does not understand the west. I have a sudden 
doubt as to whether she really understands how proud the west is of 
Churchill, and whether she really knows how strong is the western 
popular desire to get along with her. I believe she has hurt herself, 
by wounding us, through a heavy-handed maneuver that might have 
been all right in the appeasement period, when we had dark doubts of 
our leadership. It is a crude antique today, when Russia would have 
had an audience for any frank statement. 

Russia may stand in great danger of making other serious mistakes 
in regard to western opinion. Sometimes those who are convinced 
they know why everything ticks fall victim to a certain special kind 
of bungling naivete.

Speaks On 


This Civil War 








Your correspondent, who has ‘himself retired 
from the battles of Israel (see recent column), 
regrets to see the boys marching again on a new 
campaign of internecine warfare. His blood 
courses swift again at the new call to combat and 
he is about to put on his non-Zionist, anti- 
Jewish Commonwealth uniform, but he holds him- 
self back. 

No, your correspondent says, I shall not join 
in the new battle. Enough of the windows of 
Israel’s house are already smashed and already 
Israel looks more like a roughhouse than a fellow- 
ship. Besides, there is more useful fighting to 
be done. The Hitlerites and the Japs haven’t 
yet been conquered and, for God’s sake, what 
folly to go fighting other Jews over the fantasy 
of a non-existant state. 

If your correspondent has blood to shed he 
shall give it to the Red Cross. If he has money 
to spare it shall not go to any warfare in Israel 
but to War Bonds. He is sure that this is also 
the view of most American Jews whose chief 
devotion is to their sons of all the battlefronts 
and to hell with the petty warfare of the pro- 
fessionals. 

It does give a laugh, though: One’s ears are 
strained for the roar of the first blow of tragic 
conflict impending on the French coast when 
suddenly out of the stillness, a peep-squeak 
sound! What is this? It’s a declaration of war. 
The Zionist Organization announces it is march- 
ing against the non-Zionist American Council for 
Judaism. A special national committee has been 
formed for combat. Presumably funds will be 
gathered for this, since warfare takes money. 

In the tragic hour your correspondent manages 
to get some comic relief out of this. He re- 
members another incident in the village of 
Dummkopf of which he has written here before. 
There was an occasion when Dummkopf was 
menaced by wolves and everybody should know 
what a menace wolves are to a community. You 
can’t let the children ont for fear they will be 
devoured and with a lot of wolves around even 
strong men aren’t safe. 

In this dreadful hour the citizens of Dummkopf 
took up a campaign against mosquitoes which 
infested Dummkopf. I can’t explain the Dumm- 
kopf theory in this, for the Dummkopf mind is 
not explainable. Anyway it was a great war 
against the mosquitoes even while the wolves 
were at the gates of Dummkopf. The citizens 
who killed the most mosquitoes were decorated 
for valor. They carried banners; “Ten Thousand 
Fell Before Me Today!”, or “I Was Victor Over 
5,599!”, or “4001 of the Enemy Fell Under My 
Hand.” 

It is needless to say that in the midst of all 
this the wolves broke through the borders of the 
village and when they were through with their 
ravages not a citizen of Dummkopf survived. 
But another Dummkopf soon arose. There al- 
ways will be a Dummkopf. 

Your correspondent is mindful of wolves sur- 
rounding the house of Israel. They will be 
around even after the war when Israel will have 
to stand in defense of his right to live and to 
be free in a world free of wolves. But Israel’s 
strength will have been spent in divisive con- 
test over mosquitoes. 

Your correspondent, a non-Zionist and against 
a Jewish State, roots for neither side of our 
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combatants. He says confusion on both their 
houses and he could laugh at both of them were 
it not for the tragic implications of their wel- 
fare. They themselves appear to be enjoying it 
and one can imagine them carrying proud ban- 
ners for valor: “I Aimed Such Beautifully Turned 
Phrases in One Speech!” or “I let Go With a 
Sharp, Brilliant Epigram Today!” or “What a 
Broadside I Gave Them.” 

It all calls for action by the helpless majority 
of Jews. The majority who are non-partisans, 
who are simply Jews who ask only to be allowed 
to live and to work and to bring up their children 
right, who want liberation from their leaders, 
who believe that this civil war in Jewry is no 
good against the time when Jews will have to 
stand together at the peace table in defense of 
equal rights everywhere, who want Jews to be 
strong and to speak with one voice when the 
time comes. 

They are inarticulate since they have had no 
opportunity to train their voices at speakers’ 
tables and in conferences. They are the plain 
people who will be the most hurt by the folly 
of their leaders, since they are the majority. It 
is they who will inherit the evils that must flow 
from divided counsel. 

It is time for them to organize for defense 
against their leaders and for such action as will 
be representative of Jewish unity when the 
time comes to speak for Israel. A Committee of 
Non-Partisan Jews to represent the common de- 
nominator of Jewish opinion expressed in a plat- 
form something like this. 


We believe that political division is harmful 
to the best interests of Jewish life and that tho¥e 
who take part in it are guilty of positive dis- 
service. We resent the efforts of those who di- 
vide Jewry by one point of difference when there 
are many points on which we all agree. 

We believe in a continuation and expansion 
of the great and good work already done in 
Palestine, with increasing immigration; but the 
matter of a Jewish state should be left to the 
evolution of peaceful events. We know there 
can be neither peace nor happiness where by 
edict a Jewish state is imposed all at once on a 
non-Jewish population that at present seems 
hostile. 

We believe that in the meantime explorations 
should be made toward the possibility of a 
Palestine state which shall be neither Jewish 
nor Arab but a state which shall be bi-national 
and in which both elements of the population 
shall have equal part. In such a consummation 
is the basis for justice for all. 

We believe that Palestine can be only a 
partial solution of the problem of Jews who are 
homelless and stateless. The fate of the majority 
must be solved outside Palestine. To that end 
there must be a united Jewry to speak not for 
minority rights for Jews but for equal rights 
in every country in Europe in which they reside; 
to speak for a friendly reception of Jewish 
immigration in all the countries of the world. 

Yes, the non-partisans must get together, lest 
the wolves devour us after our strength has 
been spent in the pursuit of mosquitoes. Let’s 
adjourn politics until Jewish life becomes safe 
enough for that pastime.
